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“The Griffin” is a heraldic device of the City arms. 
This memorial, surmounted by the Griffin, was erected in 
1880, on the site of Temple Bar, one of the old City gates. 
At this point the King is received by the Lord Mayor with 
much ceremony when on state visits to the City. The 
view is from the Law Courts looking east. 
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
